A few months ago Tellegen was 
called to Hollywood for a role in 
“Caravan,” but illness forced him 
to give up the part. Previously he 
appeared as a character actor in 
“A Call to Arms” 

After undergoing four operations 
for cancer in a year, Tellegen, ac- 
cording to Dr. C. L. Cooper, ex- 
pressed, fear he was losing his mind 
and would be uneble to work any 
more. Dr. Cooper attempted to save 
the actor’s life yesterday. 


Married Four Times. 


Tellegen was a native of Holland, 
born Isidor Louis Bernard Van 
Dammeler. He successively married 
the Countess Jeanne de Bronchere, 
Miss Farrar, Isabel Craven Diil- 
worth, who was known on the 
screen as Nina Romano, and Eva 
Casanova. 

With Bernhardt in “Joan of Arc,” 
Tellegen made his stage debut in 
New York in 1910 and a year later 
they appeared in a motion picture, 
“Queen Elizabeth.” Tellegen_ re- 
turned to the stage, appearing in 
“The Great Lover” and “The Lady 
Refuses.” 

His first experience as an actor 
was in Holland. On going to Paris, 
he studied under Paul Mounet and 
appeared in Paris productions. 

He then deserted the stage for a 
trip to South America. On his re- 
turn, he was engaged by Bernhardt 
to play the Duc d’Esta in “Lucrezia 
Borgia.” 

Collaborated With Willard Mack. 


In 1917 he appeared in “Blind 
outh,” a play which he wrote with 

Willard Mack. In Binghamton, N. 
Y., in 1919, he produced “The Lust 
of Gold,” a play of which he also 
was part author. 

From 1921 to 1929 he devoted 
most of his time to moving pictures, 
appearing in many outstanding pro- 
ductions. His reminiscences’ ap- 


‘|}peared in 1931, “Women Have Been 


Kind.” 

In 1929 he went through bank- 
ruptcy here, testifying he had debts 
of $20,901 and assets of only $2200. 

As far as friends here knew, he 
was married to Miss Casanova at 
the time of his death. Last week 
a studio friend asked him if he and 
the actress were still married. 

“Yes,” Tellegen replied rather 
stiffly, “but I would rather not talk 
about it.” 

The day after he was finally di- 
vorced from Miss Farrar, Tellegen 
married Miss Romano. That was 
in 1923, but they kept the wedding 
secret until 1925. Miss Romano di- 
vorced him in 1929 and he married 
Miss Casanova a few months later. 

‘Miss Romano, who obtained cus- 
tody of herand Telegen’s son, Rex, 
now 10, later married Count 5S. 
Danneskield Samsoe of Denmark. 
She was a granddaughter of for- 
mer Gov. Dale of Virginia and a 
cousin of the Earl of Craven. 


Fischer demanded. 

The pamphlet containing sum- 
maries of the alleged “protocols,” 
which is the basis of the trial, says 
the protocols were adopted at Ba- 
sel. 

One of the outstanding witnesses 
for the prosecution was the white- 
haired ministerial colleage of Ker- 
ensky, Paul Miljukow, who visited 
the United States five times on lec- 
ture tours and is particularly well 
known in Chicago. He assailed the 


protocols as “gross inventions which 


no historian, no cultivated man, 
ever took seriously.” 
Protocols and Pogroms. 

Said Miljukow: “I believe’ the 
‘protocols’ caused the pogroms in 
Russia and facilitated the advent 
of the Bolsheviks.” 

Henry Sliosberg, the Jewish legal 
adviser in the Russian Foreign Of- 
fice in the reign of the last Czar, 
testified that the Government asked 
his opinion as to whether the proto- 
cols were authentic and he decided 


that they were fabrications designed 


to bolster up the anti-Semitic move- 
ment and justify the combat against 
the growing liberal tendencies in 
Russia. 

Only lunatics could have written 
the protocols, testified David Farb- 
stein, Jewish member of the Swiss 
Parliament, who was a delegate to 
the Basel Congress in 1897. 

“We Zionists are not lunatics,” 
said Farbstein, who characterized 
the protocols as outrageous inven- 
tions. 

Protest by Free Masons. 

Theodore Tobler, prominent Swiss 
Free Mason, protested against the 
charge in the pamphlets that Free 
Masons conspired with Jews to 
conquer the world. He said the 
Free Masons had no connection 
with the protocols. “Our aims are 
noble and humanitarian,” Tobler 
said. 

The libel suit is against Dr. A. 
Zander, editor of the Swiss Nazi 
organ, Eisernen Besen (Iron 
Broom). The plaintiffs, who in- 
clude Dr. J. Dreyfus-Brodesky, pres- 
ident of the Swiss Federation of 
Jewish Communities, ask for the 
confiscation of the documents and 
fines for the publications printing 
them. 


FATHER, FOUR CHILDREN AND 
HOUSEKEEPER BURN TO DEATH 


Flames Destroy Five-Room Shack 
on Outskirts of East Liver- 
pool, O. 

By the Associated Press. 

EAST LIVERPOOL, O., Oct. 30.— 
A father, his four children and a 
housekeeper were burned to death 
before daybreak today when fire de- 
stroyed a five-room shack on the 
outskirts of the city. 

The dead: Ralph L. Lane, 36 
years old, a moulder; Ralph Jr., 12; 
Dorothy, 10; Harry, 8; Carl 7, and 


Miss Anna Applegate, 34, the house- 
keeper, 


occurred at an outlying relief proj- 
ect on the Platte River, where

In the first engagement about 30 
shots were fired. The mob attacked 
eight police officers who had ar- 
rested one of the strike leaders. The 
police also used their riot sticks 
and several of the attackers were 
knocked unconscious. 

Two Policemen Hurt. 

Police Sergeant James Pitt was 
struck by a woman armed with a 
beer bottle. A deep gash w asin- 
flicted on his lip. Patrolman Ver- 
non Sapp went to Pitt’s assistance 
and he was knocked down b yone of 
the strike agitators. Others jumped 
on the officer, several kicking 
him. 

The patrolmen drew revolver and 
fired—over the heads of the men 
and women, they said later. One 
man fell, however. Patrolman Mar- 
shall Stanton said he had shot a 
man in the stomach as he attacked 
an officer. The wounded man nev- 
er was found and police believed 
he was rushed away by compan- 
ions. 
The leaders of the crowd were 
jailed and Patrolman Sapp was re- 
moved to a hospital. 

Had Visited Capital. 
The strike agitators were said by 
police to be the same as those who 
yesterday visited to State House 
and demanded the removal of C. D. 
Shawver, State-Federal Relief Ad- 
ministrator, and the restoration of 
cuts made in relief budgets. 
Some of the men also were identi- 
fied as relief workers who went 
on strike in Arapahoe County, ad- 
joining Denver County, several days 
ago. 
All relief work in Arapahoe Coun- 
ty was suspended because the strik- 
ers caused a disturbance when 
they attempted to picket a project. 

There are more than 6000 persons 
on Denver relief projects. 


Governor Calls Relief Delegation 
“Just Another Bunch of Com- 
munists.” 

A group which Gov. Ed C. John- 
son called “just another bunch of 
Communists” was received by the 
chief executive yesterday and in- 
formed he did not administer relief 

in Colorado. 

The group, introduced as the Gen- 
eral Strike Committee of Denver 
and Arapahoe counties, called upon 
Johnson at the head of a column 
of 500 persons to demand rectifica- 
tion of alleged Federal relief abuses 
in the two counties. Their visit 
followed a relief workers’ strike 
call. 

The committee called also on C 
D. Shawver, state relief adminis- 
trator, and reported to the crowd, 
assembled on the State house steps,

LONDON SCHOOLS ABANDON 
ARMISTICE DAY CELEBRATION 


Instead Children Will Be Paraded 
for “Peace Day” Address 
Nov.. 12. 

LONDON, Oct. 30.—London’s 
public school children will not pa- 
rade on Ariuistice day this year. 
The London County Council, con- 
trolling all public schools in the 
metropolis, has issued a circular to 
teachers pointing out that with the 
lapse of time the reality of Armis- 
tice day is diminishing, since none 
of the children remember the 
World War and the same applies to 
a number of the younger teach- 
ers. 

It is proposed to parade the 
children for a “Peace day” address 
on Monday, Nov. 12, when they will 
be told about the-horrors of war 
and reminded that the League of 
Nations is the chief peace prop of 
the world. 


TWO DUCK HUNTERS SINK 
TO DEATH IN MIRE OF LAKE 


Bodies of Missing Michigan Men 
Found Upright Beneath Shal- 
low Water. 

By the Associated Press. 

FRANKFORT, Mich., Oct. 30.— 
The bodies of two duck hunters, 
missing since Sunday night, were 
found late yesterday in Little Platte 
Lake. 

The victims, Helmer Erickson, 29 
years old, and ale Robinson, 28, 
had been caught in the heavy mud 
near the shore of the lake and 
pulled down to their deaths in 
about two feet of water, only a 
few yards from the shore. 

The bodies were found upright 
in the mire. The water had barely 
covered their heads. It is believed 
Erickson and Robinson accidental- 
ly ran their canoe aground and 
jumped out in the shallow water, 
unaware of the treacherous mud. 


Bee Tree Cut in City. 

Several gallons of honey were 
taken from a hollow tree cut down 
yesterday by the City Forestry de- 
partment in front of the Home for 
Aged and Infirm Israelites, 3652 
South Jefferson avenue. Some of 
the honey was given to the home, 
the rest went to spectators and the 
men who felled the tree. The hive 
was discovered last May, but was 
so high in the tree that no attempt 
was made to obtain the honey,

The commission did 
not pass on the adequacy of the 
third, but found fault with the 
first two. In issuing a stop order 
the commission said: 

“Trusteeships of other people’s 
money, which the registrant in of- 
fering its securities to the public 
seeks to assume, demands’ under 
the present Congressional mandate 
embodied in the Securities Act some 
warrant of open, fair and careful 
dealing. 

“The registrant has twice failed 
to meet that criterion. Now that the 
deficiencies have been forceably 
called to its attention it hopes by 
curing them to regain its right to 
sell securities. 

“But it should certainly not ac- 
quire that right under these circum- 
stances when this commission has 
the power to transmit generally to 
the public this evidence of the reg- 
istrant’s disregard of fundamental 
business ethics and this evidence of 
unconscionable pretense of scienti- 
fic method by an appraisal com- 
pany. 

“A nation of investors deserves, at 
least, this slight protection.” 

What Plant Actually Cost. 

The commission found that while 
the Haddam Corporation’s proposed 
factory building had been described 
as having three stories and a base- 
ment, the third story was in fact 
an attic, and a so-called garage was 
“nothing more than a barn.” 

The commisison’s engineer said 
that a building described as desig- 
nated for grain storage was a 
wood shed.

Non-Partisan Group Asks 

- Election Board to De- 
termine if Officials Made 
False Returns. 


—— 


The Non-Partisan Honest Elec- 
tion Committee requested the Board 
of Election Commissioners in a let- 
ter today to hold a hearing to de- 
termine whether. election officials 
made a false return of votes cast 
in the Thirteenth Precinct of the 
Fourth Ward in the August pri- 
mary. 

In this preciret official returns 
showed no votes for William Hoe- 
fle, unopposed candidate for the 
Republican nomination for Clerk of 
the Circuit Sourt for Criminal 
Causes, according to the letter, al- 
though each of four other unop- 
posed Republican candidates got 43 
votes. 

As an explaration of Hoefle’s 
failure to receive any votes in the 
Thirteenth Precinct, Nick Polito, 
Republican city committeeman 
from the Fourth Ward, pointed out 
that the ward’s Republican organi- 
zation did not indorse Hoefle. 

Affidavits From Voters. 

The comimttee said in its letter, 
however, that it had affidavits from 
certain voters i. the precinct that 
they cast their ballots for Hoefle. 
A check of returns by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter showed Hoefle was 
credited with 369 votes in the entire 
ward, while other Republican can- 
didates were credited with about 
1200 votes each. 

Judges and clerks of election who 
eerved in the Thirteenth Precinct 
in the August primary were named 
by the committee as follows: Ray- 
mond Jaworowski, 2239 Cass ave- 
nue, and John Pardo, 1513 North 
Fifteenth street, Democratic judges; 
Charles Zhigniewicz, 2428 Cass, and 
A. T. Diederich, same address, Re- 
publican judges; George F. Koch, 
1411 North Twentyfourth street, 
Democratic clerk; Julian Pilinski, 
1211 North Twentieth street, Re- 


precinct of the Fourth Ward, which 
is controlled by Justice of the Peace 
Jimmie Miller, Democratic City 
Committeeman, were indicted last 
week, charged with willful neglect 
of duty. The charges followed dis- 
covery that voters were registered 
from addresses which proved to be 
vacant lots. 

Suggests 92 for Appointment. 

The Honest Election Committee 
sent to the Election Board also 
names of 46 Republicans and 46 
Democrats suggested for appoint- 
ment as deputy commissioners to 
serve in the election next Tuesday 
in 89 precincts of five central and 
downtown wards, where the com- 
mittee has charged improper regis- 
trations. 

The commissioners were suggest- 
ed for the first 15 precincts of 
Ward 7, the first 15 precincts of 
Ward 8, 17 precincts in Ward 18, 
19 precincts in Ward 19 and 23 pre- 
cincts in Ward 20. Previously, the 
committee had submitted names of 
56 persons for appointment in the 
43 precincts of Wards 4, 5 and 6 and 
in 65 of the 118 precincts in Wards 
7, 8, 16, 18, 19 and 20. 

Ex-Clerk Challenges Board. 

Benedetto Messina, former elec- 
tion clerk in Precinct 1 of Ward 4, 
who filed the affidavit questioning 
registration of 2063 names in the 
Fourth Ward, wrote to the board 
challenging it to go over with him 
the names and addresses which he 
questioned. 
His letter asked also for infor- 
mation as to how the hearings were 
conducted by the board, why he 
was not permitted to be present at 
the hearings and how many notices 
sent out by the board were returned 
in the mail, undelivered. 


At yesterday's hearings, 560 per- 
sons, most of them from the Sixth 
Ward, appeared in the election 
board’s office to defend their right 
to vote next Tuesday. Of these, 440 
satisfied the board they were reg- 
istered properly. The names of 120 
who had transferred to new ad- 
dresses were erased from old ad- 
dresses. Registrations of this group 
were questioned in individual affi- 
davits filed by a person who elec- 
tion commissioners said was un- 
known to them. 


Twenty-Two Men Registered From 
Hotels Gone, 


Twenty-two men are. registered 
as voters from hotels where they 
no longer reside, investigation by 
the Post-Dispatch disclosed today. 
They have moved since the last

Eighteen of the 22 are registered 
from the Globe Hotel at 112% North 
Sixth street. The other four are 
registered from the Fairgrounds 
Hotel, 3644 Natural Bridge avenue. 

An examination of the registra- 
tion lists showed that in many in- 
stances persons in residential wards 
in the West End or North or South 
St. Louis are registered from down- 
town wards, the Third, Fourth, 
Fifth or Sixth. ‘This practice has 
been widespread for many years, 
according to Rottman, who said that 
it was permissible under the law 
to maintain a voting residence any- 
where in the city as long as the cit- 
izen did not attempt to vote from 
his actual residence. In recent years 
there have been several instances 
of members of the Board of Alder- 
men living outside the ward they 
represent although they maintain 
voting residences in the ward. 

Politicians point out that this 
gives a political party added voting 
strength wnere it is needed in close 
contests for sectional contests for 
the State Legislature or Justice of 
the Peace or Constable.

Nathaniel Wells, employe of the 
city stable section, is registered 
from two addresses, an examination 
of the registration lists in the Board 
of Election Commissioners’ office 
showed today. He is listed as re- 
siding at 2620 Lawton boulevard in 
the Ninth Precinct of the Sixth 
Ward and also at 2229 Olive street 
in the Thirteenth Precinct of the 
Fifth Ward.

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TRUMAN ASSAILS 
PATTERSON'S VOTE 
ON RELIEF BILLS 


Democratic Candidate At- 
tacks Senator for Oppo- 
sition to Roosevelt Re- 
covery Measures. 


County Judge Harry S. Truman 
of Jackson County, Democratic 
nominee for United States Senator, 
in speeches before three Democrat- 
ic meetings last night, attacked 
Senator Roscoe C. Patterson, his 
Republican opponent, because of his 
votes against relief measures of the 
Roosevelt recovery program. 

“In considering my opponent, I 
am forced to analyze him from a 
negative angle,” Truman said after 
referring to Patterson as a “po- 
litical cipher.” 

“Broadly, Senator Patterson voted 
against every measure proposed in 
the Roosevelt administration. He 
voted against feeding 10,000,000 
men, women and children by op- 
posing the public relief bill. He 
voted against providing a means 
by which many of the 13,000,000 idle 
heads of families might be given 
work and opposed every farm re- 
lief measure. 

Recalis 3.2 Beer Statement, 

“Preceding the election of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Senator Patterson 
took the stump and declared _ re- 
peatedly that the Democratic party 
would not and could not fulfill its 
platform declaration in favor of 3.2 
beer. And he voted against it. 

“I have stated I have no quarrel 
with Senator Patterson because of 
the votes he cast on purely political 
grounds. He is entitled to his own 
views. I am inclined to thank him 
for his widespread expression of 
the political belief of the reaction- 
ary elements in the United States, 
as I think it will add many thou- 
sands of Republican votes to the 
support which Democrats are giv- 
ing President Roosevelt.” 

Congressman Cochran Speaks.

Union Leader Says “New Deal” 
Has Broken Down Morale of Labor, 


William J. Fitzmaurice, president 
of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union and a member of the Re- 
gional Labor Board, addressing a 
Twenty-fourth Ward Republican 
meeting at 7246 Gravois avenue last 
week, declared the Roosevelt recov- 
ery program had “broken down the 
morale of the working people.”

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AUSTRALIAN FLYERS 
PAUSE AT HONOLULU 


Kingsford-Smith Awaits Better 
Weather Before Taking Off 
for California. 


By the Associated Press. 
HONOLULU, Oct. 30.—Sir Charles 
Kingsford-Smith, Australian aviator 


and his navigator, Capt. P. G. Tay- 
lor, who landed here yesterday after 
a 3197-mile flight from Suva, Fiji 
Islands, today awaited more favor- 
able weather before taking off on 
the last leg of their flight to Cali- 
fornia. Their objective is Los An- 
geles or Oakland, 2400 miles away, 
over the water. 

Lieut. E. W. Stephens, Navy me- 
teorologist here, told Sir Charles 
that if he left today, he would be 
forced to fight head winds most of 
the way to California. 

The liner Lurline, 1500 miles east 
of Honolulu, reported the sky over- 
cast but the barometer high, pre- 
saging a favorable turn in the 
weather, 

“I am not out for a record,” said 
Sir Charles. “It all depends on the 
weather.” 

The flyers landed their blue and 
white monoplane, the Lady South- 
ern Cross, on Wheeler Field here 
yesterday after a narrow escape 
from a torrential rain storm. 

It was only by the “skin of our 
teeth,” said Sir Charles, that they 
brought the plane through the 
downpour and on to Hawaii. 

The storm overtook them at mid- 
night Sunday. In the darkness they 
flew into a “wall of water,” Sir 
Charles said. The downpour was 
so heavy it clogged the air speed 
indicator on the plane wing, mak- 
ing it impossible to tell whether 
they were maintaining flying speed. 

While groping about in the cock- 
pit to repair the indicator, Sir 
Charles accidentally released the 
retractable landing gear. The shock 
threw the ship into a.spin from 
which he righted it with difficulty. 

Otherwise the flight of 25 hours 
and five minutes from Suva was 
even less eventful than that from 
Brisbane, where they started Oct. 
20. Bad weather delayed them a 
week at Suva, 


U. S$. COMMUNIST FOUNDER 
WANTS TO REJOIN SOCIALISTS 


Ben Gitlow, Once Vice-Presidential 
Candidate, Appeals to Others to 
Follow Him. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—The dis- 
pute between the right and left 
wings of the Socialist party was 
thrown into prominence last hight 
with the declaration of Ben Gitlow, 
one of the founders of the Commun- 
ist party in the United States, that 
he was applying for permission to 
re-enter the Socialist ranks. 
Gitlow was the Vice-Presidential 
candidate of the Communists in 1924 
and 1928. He was ousted by the 
Comintern, the central body of the 
Third (Communist) International 
after frequent protests against the 
strict control the Comintern exer- 
cises over Communist groups 
throughout the world. 
In appealing to other revolution- 
aries, either unaffiliated or ousted 
from Communist ranks, to join the 
Socialist party again, Gitlow said 
the adoption by referendum of the 
Socialist’s left wing declaration of 
principles marked “the defeat of the 
old guard of the Socialist party.” 
Other former 
joined with Gitlow in announcing 
their intention to return to the So- 
cialists include: Herbert Zam, La- 
zar Becker, Harry Winitzky, all 
among the founders of the Com- 
munist Party, U. S. A. 


WHOLESALE LIQUOR LICENSE 
APPLIED FOR AFTER THEFT 


Excise Commissioner Reads of Rob- 
bery and Sends Representa- 
tive to Weisguth Firm. 
Publication of a news item rela- 
ting that 80 cases of whisky valued 
at $1200 had been stolen fromthe 
Weisguth Liquor Co., 818 North 
Broadway, resulted yesterday in 
that firm making application for a 
wholesale liquor dealer’s license, 
which costs $1500 annually. 
Excise Commissioner’ Scullin, 
reading of the theft, checked the 
list of firms to which he had is- 
sued licenses, and not finding the 
Weisguth company on the list sent 
a gepresentative to the office of 
the company.

Man Defended by Rosegrant’s 
Lawyer is Found Guilty on 
Federal Charge. 


After five minutes’ deliberation, a 
jury in Federal Court yesterday 
found Robert E. Caldwell, 30-year- 
old ex-convict and son of a police- 
man, guilty of theft of $11,800 
worth of tobacco from an inter- 
state shipment. 

Caldwell was defended by Thom- 
as J. Rowe Jr., who was chief de- 
fense counsel for Angelo Rosen- 
grant, convicted kidnaper of Dr. 
Isaac D. Kelley. 

Caldwell, paroled in 1929 after 
serving five years of an indeter- 
minate sentence for robbing a 
bank at Brownfield, Ill., was con- 
victed yesterday on four counts 
setting forth various phases of the 
holdup and robbery of a truck of 
the A. O. Schulenburg Motor Serv- 
ice Co., 1600 Clark avenue, on Sept. 
8, 1932. 

Maximum possible sentence is 10 
years and $5000 fine on each count. 
Sentence was deferred by Judge 
Faris until Thursday to allow At- 
torney Rowe time to petition for a 
new trial. 

Stephen Schowe, 4471W Papin 
street, identified Caldwell as one 
of two men who stopped his truck 
at Forest Park and Spring avenues 
and held him up. Caldwell, he de- 
clared, was the man who pushed 
him aside and drove the truck to 
Gardenville, St. Louis County. 
There Schowe’s eyes were’ taped 
and he was placed in a following 
automobile with other men, who let 
him out in a corn field near Fen- 
ton. The truck, robbed of its load, 
was found later near Fenton. 

Caldwell testified he was ill at 
his home on the day of the holdup. 
A physician, testifying in his be 
half, said he treated Caldwell at 
his home for a high fever on Sept. 
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3, five days before the robbery, and 
that he again treated him for fever 
on Sept. 17, nine days after the 
robbery. The defense introduced no 
witnesses directly to confirm Cald- 
well’s alibi. 

The case against Caldwell was 
made after Detective-Lieutenant 
Murphy and his walikng partner, 
Detective Detert, had picked up the 
ex-convict on the street as a gen- 
eral suspect on Oct. 16, 1933, more 
than a year after the truck rob- 
bery. Schowe, summoned with other 
victims of holdups to view the pris- 
oner, immediately identified him as 
the truck robber.

NUTT AND ASSOCIATE 
BANKER ACQUITTED 


Federal Jury Finds No Intent 
to Deceive in Alleged ‘‘Win- 
dow-Dressing’”’ Deal. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, 0O., Oct. 30-—A 
Federal Court jury last night ac- 
quitted Joseph R. ,Nutt, former 
treasurer of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, and Wilbur M. 
Baldwin of charges of making fals2 
entries in the books of the defunct 
Union Trust Co. and in a report to 
the Federal Reserve Board. 

Nutt, former chairman of the 
board, and Baldwin, former presi- 
dent of the bank, also had been in- 
Gicted on charges of making false 
entrieg to defraud creditors of the 
bank, but Federal Judge Paul 
Jones directed the jury to acquit 
them on those charges. 

The jury of four women and eight 
men deliberated more than five 
hours. 

Judge Jones ruled that the jurors 
must decide whether the defendants 
were guilty of making false entries 
to deceive Federal Reserve examin- 
ers regarding their $10,000,000 pur- 
chase of Government bonds from 
the Van Sweringen Corporation in 
September, 1931. 

The Judge told the jurors that 
to arrive at a verdict of guilty they 
must be convinced that the pur- 
chase of the bonds and their resale 
to the Van Sweringen Corporation 
nine days later were actions intend- 
ed to deceive. 

Nutt and Baldwin contended the 
transaction was made in good faith. 
They testified they were making 
every effort to retain the _ confi- 
dence of their depositors at the 
time. 

Nutt, Baldwin and O. P. Van 
Sweringen are awaiting trial in 
Common Pleas Court in connection 
with the $10,000,000 bond transac- 
tion, which prosecutors charge was 
“window dressing” for the Union 
Trust Co. Kenyon V. Painter, a 
former director of the bank, is 
awaiting triai on charges of misar- 
plication. 

The Union Trust Co. failed in 
March, 1933. It is now being liqui- 
dated by the State Banking De- 
partment.

Action Rushed Through Af- 
ter RFC Backs Up, 

, Agrees to Lend $833,000 
to Litchfield & Madison.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30. — The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
rushed through approval of the 
$883,575 loan to the Litchfield & 
Madison Railroad today. Chairman 
Jesse Jones of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, who said yes- 
terday that he would grant the 
loan, was expected to take formal 
action either late this afternoon or 
tomorrow morning. 

The railroad, a feeder for the 
coking plants of the Laclede Gas 
Co, in St. Louis, needed the money 
to pay off a bond issue of nearly 
$1,000,000 which matures on Thurs- 


day. Turned down once by the 
RFC, officers of the railroad _re- 
turned to Chairman Jones with the 
plea that bankers were “holding 
them up” for high interest and dis- 
count rates on a new bond issue, 
and were successful in obtaining 
their loan. 


The RFC will stipulate that until 
the money is repaid the Litchfield 
& Madison may pay no dividends on 
its common stock and may not lend 
/'money to or buy the stocks and 
bonds of any of its parent or hold- 
ing companies. The railroad is a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of the Util- 
‘ities Power & Light Corporation, 
| which also owns Laclede Gas. One 
holding company, the Illinois Co.,

CARTHAGE, Mo., Oct. 30.—The 
Seventh Congressional District, the 
only rural district which the Legis- 
lature in its remapping of the State 
believed would be a certain Repub- 
lican district, is now being placed in 
the doubtful columr by many South- 
west Missouri politicians in their es- 
timates of the results of the No- 
vember election. 

In it the Legislature grouped 15 
counties, every one normally Re- 
publican. It was estimated that it 
would be about 20,000 Republican. 

While it appears probable that 
with few exceptions these counties 
will elect Republican county offi- 
cials and will elect Republicans -to 
the Legislature, there is basis for 
doubt that on United States Sena- 
tor, Congressmen and State candi- 
dates the Republican majorities in 
the purely rural counties will be 
sufficient to overcome a heavy Dem- 
ocratic majority expected in Jasper 
County, 

Sources of Republican Worry. 

The extent of Federal and State 
relief expenditures in two years, the 
total in the district being $2,746,- 
037.59, and the speeches of Frank 
H. Lee of Joplin, Democratic nomi- 
nee for Congressman, have the Re- 
publican leaders worried. Of the 
total population of 293,294, 16 per 
cent are on direct relief.

Mexico’s Policy Toward Religion. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

LRETOFORE, except within the last 
3 Pa years under the atheistic and 
Bolshevik Government of the enslaved 
Russian people, all nations with any pre- 
tense to civilization have recognized the 
fundamental and inalienable right of 
their citizens to worship God according 
to the dictates of their own conscience, 
and, to that end, have their churches and 
priests or ministers, so that the rites and 
sacraments of their church may be prac- 
ticed and administered.

The dispatch which you reproduce sup- 
ports the recitals above quoted. 

It is true that this ex-President of 
Mexico, who is still the virtual dictator 
of affairs in Mexico and an atheist and 
a hater of the Catholic church, has not 
only indorsed the proposals of the Bol- 
ehevik powers that be in Mexico to drive 
out of Mexico the Archbishop, Bishops 
and priests of Mexico—the few that still 
remain there after the brutal persecution 
of the Catholic clergy, inaugurated dur- 
ing the reign of Calles as President (real- 
ly as dictator); but it is not true, as 
pretended by the present Government of 
Mexico, that the expulsion of the Arch- 
bishop, Bishops and Catholic priests of 
Mexico is because they are “reaction- 
aries” or have attempted to do anything 
contrary to their rights as citizens.

| WHERE REPEAL HAS FAILED. 

The country may as well candidly face the facts 
about repeal of the eighteenth amendment and set 
about remedying the defects in the post-repeal scheme. 
Two principal points of attack suggest themselves: 
(1) Repeal has fallen far below expectations as a 
revenue producer; (2) repeal has failed to eliminate 
the bootlegger and the liquor smuggler. These two 
points, of course, are intimately related. 

In his speech of last July before the Governors’ 
conference at Mackinac Island, Federal Alcohol Ad- 
ministratag Choate pointed out that before prohibi- 
tion about 130,000,000 gallons of spirits were con- 
sumed annually in the United States, of which about 
70,000,000 gallons were whisky. Today, with a great- 
ly increased population, whisky withdrawals are run- 
ning at a rate of about 30,000,000 gallons a year. The 
remainder that is consumed is bootleg whisky, from 
which the Government gets no tax. 

In an article in the current Forum, Edward Angly, 
recalling pre-repeal estimates that the heavy-spirits 
tax would produce $300,000,000 a year, shows that in 
the first six months of 1934, the tax produced less 
than $48,000,000. He attributes this poor showing 
to the fact that taxes on spirits are so high as to 
cause the consumer to continue patronizing bootleg- 
gers. Congress increased the spirits tax from the 
pre-prohibition rate of $1.20 to $2. It more than dou- 
bled the load on domestic wines and it tripled the 
impost on many imported beverages. On blended 
whisky, which most drinkers use, the tax is $2.30 
per gallon, or about 500 per cent ad valorem. 

Secretary Morgenthau recently announced that 

more bootleggers and liquor-law violators are going 
to Federal prisons now than in the period just prior 
to repeal. A new offensive is trapping them by the 
score, and, says the Secretary, will continue until 
the illegitimate dealer is driven to cover. An item 
in Washington Merry-Go-Round recently disclosed 
the fact that liquor smuggling is still a major Fed- 
eral enforcement problem, despite repeal. “So far 
this year, seizures from rum runners amount to $271,- 
210.” It seems to us that mere police activity against 
bootleggers will prove as ineffectual as it did before 
repeal, when an army of Federal agents proved to- 
tally unable to cope with them. 
If we are going to come to grips with the prob- 
lems of liquor revenue and law enforcement in a 
realistic manner, we must make it possible for the le- 
gitimate liquor dealer to operate in such a way as to 
make bootlegging unprofitable as well as dangerous. 
That means tax reduction. Mr. Choate said, in his 
Mackinac speech: 

To cheapen the legal supply, taxes, tariffs and 
license charges ought all to be reduced, and 
every form of regulation which imposes expense, 
as many of them do, on the legal industry, ought 
to be diminished. An all-wise, benevolent despot 
would probably wipe out liquor taxes altogether 
for a year, and would then, after the great army 
of bootleggers had gone out of business, build 
up by degrees a new tax structure, which would 
bring in an unheard-of revenue. This, as the 
British have shown, can be done, if the increase 
of taxation is begun only after the bootlegger is 
out. We cannot, of course, adopt any such coun- 
sel of perfection, but we could well 4fford a pres- 
ent reduction in revenue in order to destroy our 
greatest source of lawlessness. 

Apparently, the course of events since repeal has 
caused considerable perturbation among repeal ad- 
vocates in Congress. A dispatch from Washington 
in August said that slashes in liquor taxes and im- 
port duties will be proposed in the next Congress 
by a group of Representatives who led the repeal 
fight. It is thought they favor restoration of the old 
spirits tax of $1.10 a gallon and the slicing of the 
$5-a-gallon tariff on imported liquor to $2.50. 

State and municipal co-operation, of course, is nec- 
essary to make effective a Federal attack upon the 
bootlegger. The states, like the Federal Government, 
rushed in with high taxes on liquor on the theory 
that high taxes would produce high revenues. Many 
of them are already sorely disillusioned. In Missou- 
ri, for example, revenues collected under the new act 
totaled only $1,558,450 in the period from Jan. 12 to 
Oct. 6. The City of St. Louis, which received more 
than $1,000,000 a year from liquor revenue prior to 
prohibition, stands to receive in the current year only 
about $400,000. 

It is idle to deny that one of the great arguments 
for repeal was the economic benefits it would confer 
upon publie treasuries, and that this was one of the 
principal factors in bringing repeal about. The Fed- 
eral Government, the states and the cities are break- 
ing faith with the people unless they find a way to 
drive the bootlegger out of business and place the 
liquor business on a legal, tax-paying basis. 

One way not to do this was advocated in Chicago 
recently by Joseph Triner, chairman of the national 
code authority for the alcoholic beverage wholesale 
industry.

Yet, if Mr. Trin- 
er’s suggestion for higher liquor prices for legal 
liquor were adopted, the bootleggers would enjoy a 
still greater market. 

The question of temperance just now is beside the 
point. It is a matter of common observation that 
prohibition did not advance the cause of temper- 
ance, nor is repeal with bootleg undertones doing so. 
The hope for a real temperance program—one which 
this newspaper shares—must wait until the lawless 
liquor dealer is driven out and control of liquor sell- 
ing is entirely in the hands of legitimate dealers 
under proper government supervision and regulation. 
Meanwhile, we urge the administration to examine 
the problem with a view toward making recommenda- 
tions when Congress meets. 
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THE RFC AND POLITICS. 

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation last week 
refused to give the Litchfield & Madison Railroad a 
loan of almost $1,000,000 to pay off a bond issue. The 
corporation was properly critical of a policy under 
which the railroad, while paying large dividends (281 
per cent on the common stock in the seven-year peri- 
od 1926-33), had failed to provide for the payment of 
its capital debts. 

The action of the RFC was sound, and we applaud- 
ed it. Many of the railroads followed the same policy 
as the Litchfield & Madison, and some of them have 
been overwhelmed by debts they could have paid off 
or materially diminished with their earnings. The 
local railroad receiverships are in this category.

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SLAUGHTER OF THE PIGS. 

In one of her campaign speeches in upstate New 
York on behalf of a Democratic candidate for Con- 
gress, Mrs. Franklin D. Roose¥elt said: “You hear, 
sometimes, that several million pigs were thrown 
into the Mississippi River. It is hard to believe that 
thinking people think that. It would be just too 
stupid.” 

It is not quite clear from this whether Mrs. Roose- 
velt meant to deny that “several million” pigs were 
thrown into the river or to deny in toto that pigs 
were so destroyed in the Government’s hog-buying 
campaign of a year ago. If the latter, the President's 
wife must have been misinformed. A survey made 
by the Post-Dispatch at the time showed that about 
75 per cent of the 100,000 pigs received by the Gov- 
ernment during the first nine days qf the premium 
market at the National Stockyards at East St. Louis 
were tanked for grease. This amounted to about 8 per 
cent of the material in the pigs. The balance—92 per 
cent—was thrown into the river or consigned to dump 
heaps. The cost to the Government of the discarded 
material was about $332,000 out of the total of $510,- 
000 paid out by the Government for hogs during the 
period and at the place of the survey. 

As explained by the Post-Dispatch, it was the an- 
nounced intention of the Government to convert the 
pigs, weighing from 25 to 80 pounds each, into ferti- 
lizer, grease andjother by-products. But the tankage 
facilities of the packers became swamped, and so the 
Government authorized them, when necessary, to 
salvage what grease they could and destroy the resi- 
due. Thus it was that only a small portion of each 
pig was saved. 

We have no way of knowing just how much mate- 
rial, in terms of numbers of pigs, went to the river 
or the dumps out of the total purchased by the Gov- 
ernment, but the fact that the Government bought 
more than 3,500,000 pigs, and that in some places, 
at least, drums of grease were the only salvage from 
three-fourths of the number of pigs received, would 
indicate a very considerable degree of total destruc- 
tion. 

From the standpoint of accuracy, it is regrettable 
if Mrs. Roosevelt’s speech left a contrary impression. 
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CUTTING DOWN INSIDE THE COUNTY. 

There can be no doubt that thoroughgoing county 
consolidation is coming, and nothing should be per- 
mitted to stand in the way of its early realization. 
But pending that time, voters ought to do all they 
can to reduce cumbersome governmental machinery 
inside the county. Such an opportunity confronts 
voters across the river in St. Clair County, Nov. 6. 
They will be taking a step in the right direction if 
they vote to do away with their present excessively 
large Board of Supervisors, with members from each 
township, and set up a commission form of county 
government instead. Fifteen Illinois counties have 
moved forward in this fashion. St. Clair County 
ought to join the movement now and get in near 
the head of the procession.

The Plague of Judicial Decisions 


System of basing common law on a mass of printed pages obscures thought and stultifies 
practitioners, says Baltimore jurist; asserts foolish opinion of an uninformed 
Judge is perpetuated, and successors feel bound to repeat his error; assails blind 
devotion to precedent, and indorses code method, in whichseach case stands alone.

primarily a system of precedents; yet few 

laymen realize the extent to which that 
system has buried itself in a mass of printed 
pages that obscures thought, stifles initiative 
and stultifies its practitioners. 

If all the judicial opinions written and 
printed in a single year in the United States 
were laid end to end, they would reach from 
confusion to futility. Judicial logorrhea has 
become a disease that will soon call for 
psychiatric treatment if the legal profession 
itself does not seek and find a cure for it. 

From the appellate courts of 48 states, 
from the higher Federal courts, and even 
from an increasing number of the lower 
courts, there gushes a torrent of words that 
defies the imagination. The * output runs 
into figures suggestive of the mathematics 
of sidereal astronomy; this very year there 
will be printed about 175,000 pages of judi- 
cial opinions. Think of it—70,000,000 words 
of essays written by Judges! This goes on 
every year, with accelerated verbosity. It 
has been estimated that by the end of the 
century, 10,000,000 more pages will be added, 
another four billion words. > 

Under our system, the harassed practi- 
tioner may lose his case simply because in 
that great mass of words he fails to find the 
right words and to quote them at the right 
time. The modern American lawyer has 
become a man with a mechanical mind, a 
mere searcher for precedents, groping 
among the phrases of the past. Worse than 
that, principles of law have become embed- 
ded in mazes of petty distinctions, and the 
investigation of a legal question is usually 
no more than a search among the records 
for a case that arose out of similar facts.

| T is well known that the common law is 


Is the purpose of a legal system the pro- 
motion of social justice? Is it to serve 
man’s social needs with a high degree of 
present-day utility? Are uniformity and 
certainty essential elements of its make-up? 
Mr. Justice Cardozo says Yes. He says, too, 
that one great problem of the lawyer and 
Judge of our day is how to reconcile those 
ends with a tendency to subordinate justice 
to precedent. 

Probably the lay reader does not realize 
fully the commanding importance of judi- 
cial opinion in our common law system and 
wonders why every word written by our 
Judges is preserved so carefully and indexed 
so elaborately. It must be remembered that 
the greater part of our whole body of law 
has no basis whatever except in judicial 
opinions. 

State Legislatures do not give authorita- 
tive expression to general principles of the 
common law, nor does the Federal Congress. 
These principles would seem to ripen mys- 
tically in the collective judicial mind, to be 
garnered when the occasion arises; 
only when a case has to be decided does the 
occasion arise. Obviously, in the early days, 
when those concepts of the common law 
that have since become fundamental had 
not yet taken shape in words, each new case 
might lead to the formulation of a guiding 
principle. 

Relatively soon in the development of the 
common law, the words used in judicial 
opinions began to obscure the thought that 
lay behind them, and classifications based 


and . 


on word similarity often took the place of 
classifications based on identity of ideas. 

Under other systems of law, the foolish de- 
cision of an uninformed Judge merely causes 
an unjust result in the case foolishly de- 
cided. Under our system, the foolish opinion 
of an uninformed Judge embalms his error; 
and other Judges for years to come feel 
themselves bound to repeat his mistake. 

That, however, is the least part of the 
evil. Most reported decisions are not ab- 
surd; generally speaking, they embody the 
current wisdom and good sense of their era. 
But they are decisions of specific cases, 
and each case arises out of specific events 
or particular transactions. In the possibly 
infinite variety of transactions and events 
that lead to law suits, no two are precisely 
alike, though many are similar. Therefore, 
to determine exactly what force a Judge in- 
tended his general statement to have, such 
a statement must be tested by examining 
carefully the facts that evoked it. 

The result is that the search for prece- 
dents becomes an elaborate process of draw- 
ing nice distinctions in which language is 
tortured out of any semblance of real mean- 
ing. Let him look long enough and an in- 
dustrious lawyer can find a precedent on 
both sides of any question. Uniformity and 
certainty, both prime desiderata of a sound 
legal system, have been obscured in a haze 
of conflicting opinions, and nobody can ever 
be sure how any case will be decided. 

‘ . ” * 

American lawyers, however, are positive 
that this system of precedents is the wisest 
and best system of law ever conceived by 
the mind of man; and I do not hope even 
faintly to see it supplanted by any other 
System. Even a revolution might fail to 
disturb so deeply rooted a folk-way. 

Nevertheless, other peoples have achieved 
something they fondly believe to be civiliza- 
tion without laying upon their legal systems 
this blighting hand. In fact, it is only in 
England, the British colonies and the Unit- 
ed States that such a system has developed. 

Everywhere else, laws are made by legis- 
lative bodies and only by legi8lative bodies. 
They are expressed in general terms, are 
revised from time to time as the occasion 
requires; the courts confine themselves al- 
most wholly to the application of the law 
to current controversies. Judges do not 
write essays when they decide cases, and 
lawyers do not have to search for precedents 
or make hair-splitting distinctions between 
precedents. 

The Code Napoleon, which is the modern 
parent of nearly all legal systems except 
our own, contains in its present amended 
form this significant paragraph: “Judges 
are forbidden, when giving judgment in 
the cases which are brought before them, 
to lay down general rules of conduct or to 
decide a case by holding it was governed 
by a previous decision.” And the French 
heavens do not fall!

RELIEF CAMPAIGNERS 
LIST ABILITY 10 GIVE 


Ratings of Individuals and Cor- 
porations Designed to 
Guide Solicitors. 


The United Relief campaign or- 
ganization, through a committee ap- 
pointed for the special purpose, is 
endeavoring to determine what con- 
tributions from large corporations 
and wealthy individuals might be 
accepted as representing their ‘fair 
share” of the total required by the 
participating welfare agencies. 

Hord Hardin, vice-president of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., and 
chairman of the larger subscrip- 
tions division, today described the 
work of this rating committee, 
which is headed by James E. Taus- 
sig, former president of the Wabash 
Railroad. The committee’s recom- 
mendations are submitted to the 
Committee of 100, headed by Wil- 
liam T. Nardin, chairman of the 
board of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and if approved by the larger group 
are passed on to the solicitors. 

Ratings Merely Suggestions. 

“These ratings,’ Hardin said, 
“are simply suggestions for the 
guidance of solicitors and contribu- 
tors. The work has been done ev- 
ery year since the Community Fund 
was organized in 1923, but this is 
the first year a distinct committee 
has been set up to take charge of it. 

“Of course, in any particular in- 
stance, the rating may be far from 
accurate, particularly in the case of 
an individual, who may have re- 
sponsibilities we know nothing 
about. But in any event it is the 
giver that makes his own decision 
and if he disagrees with the rating 
given him, that ends it. 

“We do feel, however, that by 
giving the matter some study we 
can reach a rating that is approx- 
imately correct in most instances. 
We are at least trying to do a 
more intelligent job than would be 
done if we just put a lot of bar- 
rels out on street corners and wait- 
ed for people to drop some money 
into them.” 

Figures on Corporations. 

In rating corporations, Hardin 

said, the committee is aided by 


information about earnings readily 
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available in their published state- 
ments, and in reports obtained 
from commercial credit informa- 
tion sources. About 300 corpora- 
tions have been studied for this 
campaign, their past gifts com- 
pared with those of other corpo- 
rations in about the same class, 
and a tentative suggestion made 
as to what would be a “fair share” 
gift. 

Information about the capacity 
of individuals to give, Hardin said, 
is more general, being derived 
from the opinions of bankers, brok- 
ers, merchants and business men 
more or less familiar with the 
standing of the prospective giver 
and his scale of living. Specific in- 
formation about the income of in- 
dividuals, he said, was not sought, 
but the rating was made on the 
basis of opinions of persons in a 
position to know something about 
the individual. Ratings have been 
prepared for about 2100 individ- 
uals, Hardin said.

South went right up with the 
ace, and West, instead of dropping 
the king, played a small club, thus 
showing strange lack of foresight.

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 30. 

T’S all very well for the Holly- 

wood movie stars who happen to 

be married, for the moment, to 
each other to talk about splitting 
everything on a 50-50 basis. When 
George Blotz is pulling down $2500 
a week and Mrs. Blotz—Tottie 
Coughdrop to you and the other 
cinema fans—is getting in the same 
expensive neighborhood every Sat- 
urday night, the marriage can go 
along in a blaze of glory as long 
as it lasts.

Then he 
pays our bills in proportion to our 
individual earnings. You see, that 
puts us both right on scratch.

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The Emergency 
Treatment of 
Serious Burns 


An Oil Covering to Exclude 
the Air Has Been Found 


Most Satisfactory.

ITH the beginning of winter 
W and fires and indoor life, the 
danger of burns again becomes 
a menace. 
Burns are classified as being of 
the first, second and third degree, 
according their depths. A first 
degree burn is of the upper layers 
of the skin, and in the mildest form 
is like sunburn. Second degree 
shows inflammation with blisters, 
although the true skin is not de- 
stroyed, A third degree burn signi- 
fies one which destroys the skin 
and underlying structures to a vary- 
ing extent. 

The danger of a burn depends up- 
on its degree, and also the amount 
of surface involved. A small burn 
of the third degree may not be dan- 
gerous, although in healing it usu- 
ally forms a scar. A second degree 
burn of wide extent in the body is 
always an extremely serious acci- 
dent. 

When a person is burned from 
the explosion of a gas range or 
stove or from the ignition of kero, 
sene which gets on the _ clothes, 
emergency treatment consists in 
throwing a towel or blanket or gar- 
ment around the patient, quenching 
the fire in that way, and then, as 
soon as possible, cutting the burned 
clothing off. 

Simple burns do not require very 
elaborate treatment. The important 
thing is to keep air away from 
them, and this is best done by cov- 
ering them with some sort of oil 
as an emergency. Carron oil, a mix- 
ture of equal parts of linseed oil 
and lime water, is the best, but if 
this is not available, olive oil will do 
just as well. After the oil is put on, 
the area should be covered with a 
bandage. These simple burns are 
frequently treated by the surgeon 
with picric acid, after he has re- 
moved the first simple emergency 
dressing of oil. 

If olive oil is not available, lard 
or vaseline is just as good. The 
only difficulty with lard is that it 
is much more likely to be the 
cause of infection than either olive 
oil or vaseline. The latter is prac- 
tically always sterile—at least ster- 
ile enough for an emergency dress- 
ing of this kind. 

The treatment of severe burns is 
an extremely responsible task, on 
account of the shock and body 
changes which have been induced. 
Within the last few years a new 
method of treating them, which 
promises to supersede all others on 
account of its effectiveness, has 
been | introduced The _ tannic 
acid treatment will be described in 
the artiele tomorrow.
